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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed August 1 9, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Nicolas fails to disclose wherein at least one terminal 
provides selection information which is transferred from the terminal to a server, the 
server responds back to the terminal with a page template containing localization and 
component parsing performed by the server before the server responds back to the at 
least one terminal. 

The examiner, however, disagrees. The invention as presently claimed requires 
that the terminal sends selected information to a server. This limitation is met when the 
user selects desired information with a stylus or the like (col. 7, lines 23-54, col. 1 1 , 
lines 40-67). The request for desired information is sent to the server wherein the 
desired Web pages are presented to the user on a display (col. 1 1 , lines 52-67). 
However, before the web-paged is displayed to the user, it is examined for code that 
defines how the frame layout for the desired Web page should be (col. 12, lines 12-16). 
This reads on performing localization and parsing before the server responds back with 
the desired information. 

Based on the arguments above, the rejections to claims 31-57 and 61 stand.
